From a dim past I recall a phrase that was 
originally uttered by some politician who was on the 
verge of, or in the process of, exterminating some 
large group of people. “Making the world safe for 
democracy,” he said. I can’t remember who said it, or 
what group he had his sights on, but the phrase had 
kind of a ring to it. Actually we Americans seem to 
have a fetish for making the world safe, at least for 
ourselves. We don’t seem to be able to take real 
disasters with, say, the stoic courage of the ancient 
Greeks. We can kill millions in a war of our own 
making, but an accident that ‘claims twenty lives” 
drives us right out of our tree. 

One of the tools used to make the world safe is the 
concept of liability. If you are hurt or killed, 
somebody, by God, is responsible, and somebody will 
pay. It doesn’t matter that you drove fifty miles to

see motorcyclists race at speeds of 100 mph and then 
walked out in front of one of them. That’s no act of 
God or madness. It’s the fault of the promoter. He 
should have built an unscalable wall to protect you 
from your own inanity. The promoter needs 
insurance to protect himself from you. Promoter’s 
insurance doesn’t interest you? Well it should because 
you are involved in three different roles: spectator, 
participant and promoter. 

As a spectator you expect to be just that: a 
spectator. If something happens to disturb that role, 
such as an accident that makes you in fact a 
participant, or rain which leaves you with nothing to 
spectate, you start looking for some way to make 
somebody pay. As a participant, if you get hurt while 
racing, either from a genuine accident or from 
negligence (like a chuckhole in the track) you start 
looking for someone to pay the hospital bills. As a 
promoter? Well, when your club puts on an event, 
that’s just what you are. And the fact that your club 
is incorporated and non-profit and gives toys to the 
kiddies at Christmas doesn’t guarantee you immunity. 

To give you some idea of what insurance you as a 
promoter might buy, here is a partial listing of 
coverages available. 

1. Spectator liability. Protects spectators from 
losses arising directly from the racing, like a wheel 
bouncing into the grandstand. 

3. General liability. Protects against things like 
falling grandstands. 

3. Products. Covers losses arising from souvenir 
stands, parking lots, etc. 

4. Personal injury, liability. Protects against suits 
for libel, slander, defamation of character, false 
arrest, etc. There is no coverage usually for suits 
arising from racial discrimination. 

5. Contractual Liability. Protects the insured from 
suits by a third party arising from the insured’s failure 
to fulfil a contract. 

6. Participant’s legal liability. Protects the 
promoter from a suit brought by a participant 
charging negligence on the part of the promoter. 

7. Pit and Track liability. Covers damage to the 
track. 

8. Participant Group. Medical and life insurance 
for the racers and pit people. 

9. Weather insurance. Insures the promoter against 
rain. 

10. Performance bonds. To guarantee clean-up or 
restoration of property. 

11. Auto Coverage. Protects the promoter when 
people are driving his cars in connection with the 
event. 3 

12. Property Coverage. Protects against fire, water, 
burglary, etc. 

13. Business interruption. Protects against loss of 
income during fire, flood, etc. 

14. Crime. Protects against loss arising from crime, 
such as robbery, embezzlement, etc. 

14. Umbrella. Protects against really huge 
catastrophe’s such as a million dollar judgement. 

This large list of coverages is necessary because no 
insurance man could possibly say “I love you,” 
without tacking on twenty-two pages of exclusions 
and ten pages of liability limits. To cover a race he 
has to write a book. One agent told me, “These 
amateur promoters just don’t understand insurance,” 
I suspect that he’s right and they’re fortunate. 
Understanding insurance does something unpleasant 
to your head. 

Before going farther it must be noted that there 
are really two kinds of insurance that promoters buy, 
or have the option of buying. One type primarily 
protects the promoter while the other primarily 
protects the participant. Professional promoters must 
always buy spectator liability and quite often buy 
other types such as fire, weather, crime and so on. 
They sometimes, but not often, purchase participant 
coverage. Semi-professional and amateur promoters 

. (including clubs) usually have no insurance or only a 
very restrictive spectator liability policy. 

To purchase spectator liability coverage a track 
must be “‘qualified’’ which means that it must be 
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ultra-safe with respect to the spectators. In order for 
the track to be “qualified” it must have a 12-to 
15-footchain link fence surrounding the racing area, a 
retaining wall backed by several feet of earth, limited 
pit access and so on. In addition to these basic 
requirements, a track becomes more “‘qualified” and 
gets lower rates when it has a large guard force, 
doesn’t serve liquor on the premises, and meets other 
similar criteria. There are several companies that are 
willing to insure the highly qualified tracks such as 
Ascot, or the Ontario Speedway. As the tracks get 
smaller, and less qualified, the number of available 
insurance companies shrinks. The promoters of 
non-track events can’t buy spectator insurance at all. 

I talked to the agent who handles the spectator 
insurance for Ascot Park. He asked me to mention his 
mame in such a manner that small promoters and 
“unqualified” tracks wouldn’t bother him. He said all 
he wanted were the “the cream of the crop” and the 
“blue chip accounts”. I thought of a very good little 
track that was having trouble staying in business, 
partially because of inability to get good, low cost 
insurance and I became more than a little irritated. 
Said agent told me, “I’m convinced that motorcycles 
are a fine risk, one of the safest spectator risks in 
racing.” He also told me that he had never had to pay 
a race-related claim at Ascot. Nothing like no-risk 
insurance business. We racing types really admire a 
guy that doesn’t want to take any chances, even with 
money. His name is Bob Benfield and he works for 
Bayly, Martin and Fay. Bet those “unqualified” types 
won’t bother you, Mr. Benfield. 

Participant insurance is sometimes purchased by 
promoters to cover the racers and pit people. The 
theory is that the guy who has his medical bills taken 
care of isn’t likely to be quite so vindictive and might 
not sue the track. The theory is not working out too 
well because a number or rider-suits against track 
owners and promoters are pending. Stu Peters of 
Ascot told me that if judgments are granted to the 
riders and it looks like precedetn is being established, 
the tracks will be forced to stop motorcycle racing 
almost immediately. 

A promoter who wants to buy participant 
insurance can buy it from the AMA (if it’s a 
professional sanctioned event) or he can buy it from 
Harris Pinsky of Michael Bender and Assc. The AMA 
gets about $5.00 per rider per event while Pinsky 
currently gets $2.00 per rider per event. He has 
announced that rates will be increased to $2.50 for 
next year. All the promoters that I talked to who 
have had dealings with Pinsky either as clinents or 
prospective clients, felt that his rates were way out of 
line. Those who purchased the insurance did so 
simply because they had nowhere else to go. 
According to Stu Peters of Ascot, Pinsky was paid 
some $15,000 in premiums for participant coverage; 
Less than $3,800 was returned in loss payoffs. 

Mr. Pinsky also writes spectator liability and such, 
but he insures nothing that is not absolutely safe. 
“Elsinore” he said, “I wouldn’t touch the Elsinore 
Grand Prix with a 10-foot pole.” He just laughted 
when I suggested that he might insure desert races. 
Those races aren’t safe, Would your Checkers like Mr. 
Pinsky to insure your race? Just put up a 12 foot high 
fence from California to Arizona on both side of the 
course, have everybody in the pits wear a white jumper 
and Mr. Pinsky will be glad to talk to you. Of course 
when you hear the rate you'll have to double the 
entry fee and charge all the wives and kids an 
admission fee to break even, but that’s the race biz. 

The promoters that I talked to aren’t happy with 
the insurance situation. They would like to see some 
more competition in the field so the rates would be 
more reasonable and they would like to have some 
real statistics on race accidents. Pinsky keeps loss 
records and if he suffers a loss (which doesn’t happen 
nearly often enough to persuade anyone that he’s 
actually offering a service) then he simply endeavors 
not to insure that race or that kind of race again. I 
asked if there were any objective basis for the rates 
charged and he assured me that there was a solid body 
of acturarial data behind him. But when pinned 
down, he produced a mickey-mouse rating sheet that 
would be regarded as unsophisticated by a fifth 
grader. It simply gives the track a rating of excellent, 
good or poor on about five different items and weighs 
the different categories numerically. Since it’s almost 
entirely judgmental, he can give the track whatever 
rating he chooses and charge what the market will 
bear. 

One of the most distressing aspects of this business 
is that the really good races disappear. With no real 
competition, Pinsky simply skims the Creme de la 
Creme and lets the rest manage as best they can. 
Thus we have the recurring phenomenon of great 
races dying at an early age while the mediocre ones 
seem to live forever. Really great races do not happen 
often. We had Catalina and Big Bear while the auto 
boys had Mille Milia, the Mexican Road Race and 
Watkins Glen. What’s left? Well we have the Elsinore 
Grand Prix and the Isle of Man. The auto boys have 
nothing that I would regard as a great race. Insurance 


MOTORCYCLIST 


is not the whole story behind the demise of great 
events, of course, but it is certainly a contributing 
factor. While a dangerous race isn’t necessarily great 
(or even good) it seems that all the great races (auto, 
motorcycle or airplane) are dangerous, both to the 
participants and the spectators. Elsinore is a 
dangerous, great race. It seems unlikely that it can 
continue for long because there is no way to 
adequately cover the people who want to live 
dangerously in complete safety. 

Great races are almost never set up by professional 
promoters. Left to their own devices the professionals 
would give us an endless dreary succession of Ascot 
half miles, Peoria TT’s and Sacramento Miles. Maybe 
a motocross now and again. It takes a club and 
someone in the club with some fire -to set up 
something like Elsinore. There is the mistaken 
impression that if the club is incorporated, its 
members cannot be touched financially. So the club 
sets up a great, but dangerous, race and everything 
goes fine until the first disaster. Then the race goes 
and usually the club goes with it. A person with 
enough legal talent who becomes involved in an 
accident at one of these races can not only get to the 
members of the sponsoring club, they can get to the 
racers as well. If you’re waiting to find out how, 
forget it. I belong to a club myself. The message for 
the clubs, though, is clear. Get a lawyer and find out 
to protect yourselves as individuals. Don’t rely simply 
on the incorporation. 

Racers must be as careful as club members. The 
fact that you’re in an organized competition does not 
guarantee you immunity from legal judgments. If a 
spectator gets hit by you, he’s going to go after the 
person or the organization that has the most assets. If 
that happens to be you, you’d better have a good 
lawyer or some insurance of your own. You think of 
the possiblity of hitting spectators in a race like 
Elsinore but there is also a fair chance of hitting some- 
one in a desert event, although I have never heardof such 
an occurrence. There are lots of rockhounds and 
those funny little people with rifles who shoot holes 
in everything out playing on the desert every 
weekend. ; 

Some restructuring of the laws of liability would 


solve a lot of problems in protecting promoting clubs . 


and participants from legal hassles. The answer 





doesn’t like in persuading insurance agents like Pinsky 
to insure the more dangerous races. This could be 
done if the premium were high enough, but the event 
would then not bea financially viable proposition. 
What is needed is legislation that makes bone fide 
spectators at dangerous events legally responsible for 
themselves and their actions. Then when some 
woman takes her three kids and strolls out in front of 
a racer, not only would she not be able to collect 
damages, she might be liable for damages to the 
competitor. It would also free the competitor and the 
promoter from financial worry about real disasters, 
the things that used to be called “Acts of God” 
before He died. If a wheel comes off a racer and the 
bike flies into the crowd, whose fault is it? If the bike 
appeared sound at the beginning of the race, it’s no 
one’s fault; it happened. To hold the promoter liable 
appears ludicrous. On the other hand it does not seem 


at all unreasonable to assume that the spectators in ` 


question knew there was more risk in standing at the 
side of a race track than is for instance, watching the 
same race on tv. 

A restructering of these laws would also help the 
promoters of track events by reducing their 
responsiblity to those items for which they are 
actually responsible. By doing this, they could get 
insurance at reasonable rates from any number of 
sources, since it is the racing liability that gives the 
insurance companies the feeling of insecurity. 
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I am writing this letter in the hope 
that maybe someone will listen. 

I recently went to my favorite riding 
spot, an area just above the little town 
of Little Rock. I couldn’t believe it. It 
was like a dump, a real garbage heap. 
Papers, cans, old tires, even junk bike 
parts. It was a horrible, stinking mess. 
No wonder the state wants to close 
down the area. And even worse, some of 
the other riders there were continuing 
the process. Came time to leave, they 
threw their trash by the bushes or small 
ravines, or simply left it as it lay when 
they had discarded it. Oh, is it 
disgusting. 

Another point I would like to discuss 
is our conduct. It wouldn’t be so bad if 
riders and local inhabitants just left each 
other alone. Maybe if this were so we 
could all learn to tolerate each other. 
But no, there are always the clowns, the 
idiots who get their kick making banzai 
runs on someone’s outhouse, or buzzing 
up and down the streets of the town 
with a screaming two-stroke. We all 
know who they are. The self-proclaimed 
Mr. America-Joe dirt rider, Mr. Bitchen. 





He’s: got to make himself look 
masculine, so he’ll go into town, open 
pipes and all, and wheelie all over the 
place, make like Mr. Motocross all over 
someone’s front yard and generally 
make a nuisance of himself. 

This type of person gets attention 
alright. But it’s not the kind we need. 
This is just the kind of excuse that is 
needed to get an area shut down faster 
than anything short of a fire-bombing 
riot. 

Motorcycling has entered into a new 
phase of its history. No longer is it 
possible to hide out in the vast reaches 
of the desert to escape civilization as it 
has been for years past. We must learn 
to live peacefully with our neighbors, to 
tolerate each other. And the time to act 
is now. This is within our grasp, and we 
must take the initiative, if motorcycling 
is to remain. On the other hand we can 
continue as we have and like the 
dinosaur and the dodo bird, become but 
amemory. 

As I close this letter, I would like to 
make a suggestion. A clean up campaign 
would be most helpful in improving our 
image. I feel that many motorcycle 
clubs, especially those devoted to dirt 
riding, can be most helpful in organizing 
such a campaign. If anyone agrees with 
such a plan please write me a letter.

This 
will consume 20 of the 33 (excluding 
Grand Prix) races leaving 13 races to be 


divided among the remaining 50 
(approximately) clubs. 

2. Some clubs that put on Grand Prix 
events this year have few if any desert 
riders, yet it is obvious that they will do 
well in this poll. 

3. The Desert Foxes prefer to have 
desert races put on by desert riders, 
using each club’s point standing as the 
basis of eligibility.

San Bernardino vs. BLM 


RIVERSIDE, CALIF. — A new San Bernardino County ordinance, related to 
motorcycles and other off road vehicles, has resulted in a confrontation between 
Bureau of Land Management officials and the county. 

The new ordinance prohibits vehicular travel on public or private lands without 
the written consent of the owner or custodian. Additionally, the ordinance requiring 


LATE BULLETIN 

RIVERSIDE, CALIF., Oct. 5, 1970 — BLM District Manager, Jack Wilson, told 
Cycle News shortly before press deadline today, that the San Bernardino County 
Attorney’s office, as well as County Under-Sheriff, Kendall Stone, both agreed 
that the new ordinance does not, in fact, apply to BLM lands. According to 
Wilson, Stone said that the Sheriff’s department would only concern themselves 
with BLM land on a “react” basis, presumably upon receipt of complaints, over 
such things as noise and dust. Wilson again reiterated that BLM lands in San 
Bernardino are presently open to motorcycle riding. Maps defining these areas 
should be available in the near future and will be printed in Cycle News. 





spark arresters and state-legal mufflers on all vehicles operated within the county. 

For the past two weekends, the County Sheriff’s department has been issuing 
warnings and ‘a mimeographed copy of the new law to motorcyclists using the 
county’s more popular riding areas, such as Phelan and El Mirage. 

“The officer I spoke to,” one rider who was warned reports, “said that he was 
sympathetic to our cause because he owned several bikes and a jeep. But he was only 
doing his job — enforcing the law. I asked if there were any open lands in San 
Bernardino County and he said none — there is no public land in the county.” 

A spokesman for the Shefiff’s department said this week that his office has 
interpreted the ordinance to include “state, county and federal lands”, including that 
administered by the BLM. 

Meanwhile, BLM officials claim that the county does not have jurisdiction over 
their lands, and, at present, are trying to “work out the problem.” According to BLM 
District Manager, Jack Wilson of the Riverside office, ‘all BLM lands in San 
Bernardino are open, as far as we’re concerned.” However, he advises that 
motorcyclists interested in riding on San Bernardino BLM land stop by the office and 
obtain written permission, until the matter is resolved. 

Wilson says he expects to have “something more definite” by next week, at which 
time it will be reported in Cycle News. However, until such time, it seems advisable 
for riders to stay out of the county or get the necessary written permission. 


H-D After Speed Record 


BONNEVILLE, UTAH, Sept. 30, 1970 — The world motorcycle speed record of 
251.924 MPH set here by Don Vesco on a twin-engine 350 Yamaha two weeks ago 
will be challenged for the first time by the Harley-Davidson factory beginning 
Tuesday, it was announced today. 

Cal Rayborn has been named as the driver of the machine, which will be built 
using Dennis Manning’s shell that tried the Salt Flats during Speed Week a month ago. 
Details as to the types and size of H.D. engines to be used are not available at this 
time. 

The Salt Flats are currently being used by the Blue Flame, a butane burning 
rocket car. Champion Spark Plugs has rented the flats for a six week period, as the 
Blue Flame attempts to set the land speed record. 


MORE Enduro Postponed 


FRAZIER PARK, CALIF., October 4,1970 — The Conejo Trail Riders were regretfully 
forced to postpone their Benefit Enduro for MORE due to the extreme fire danger 
existing in Southern California forests. It was not known until late Friday evening 
that the run would have to be postponed, but an attempt was made: to notify as 
many people as possible.

The MORE Benefit enduro will be held. It is tentatively scheduled for November 
8th. All those whose entries have been accepted will be notified by mail of the new 
plans. As of this time all entries are filled and no new entries will be accepted.

— Friday and Saturday night, October 9-10, finds the half 
milers and TT riders in night action for the last time this year at Ascot Park. 

On Saturday, some of the country’s top TT Experts will be on hand for the 
night-time finale of the monthly series. The series will continue on a once a month 
basis, but will revert to a daytime schedule during November and December. 

After Friday night’s closing half-mile event, the riders will return sometime during 
November or December for the California State Championship race. For the first 
time, this race will be run during daylight hours. 

Ascot’s TT course will be changed after this Saturday night’s steeplechase event. It 
will be a permanent change from the course that has been used since 1959.

LUCERNE VALLEY, CALIF., October 
4, 1970 — The Golden Bear World 
Championship Enduro turned out to be 
one of the best runs of the season, but if 
you had asked me about 8 a.m. Sunday, 
Pd have told you it stood a 
middling-good chance of becoming the 
world championship fiasco. Picture, if 
you will, 25 riders scrambling up a 
steep, rocky hill — not because the trail 
goes that way — but so that they can see 
which way to go. And from the top you 
can see five miles in all directions and 
everywhere you look there are riders 
scurrying back and forth trying to find 
the trail. My sharp-eyed partner finally 
noticed that some riders were 
disappearing over a ridge and not 
returning. We made it over there and 
sure enough there was some ribbon 
down in a sandwash. Up the sandwash 
we went, to the most impossible deep 
sand hill that I’ve ever had the pleasure 
(?) to push my little Sachs over. It took 
me 20 minutes to get up that hill and I 
think I was one of the faster ones. There 
was some kid on a little bike with very 
skinny tires who was literally bawling in 
frustration. That'll teach him to ride 
something like that in a World 
Championship Enduro. 

In less than an hour I had been 
thoroughly lost and almost buried in

deep sand. I had thoughts about 
demanding my money back, burning my 
CERA card and running a 72 pt. head 
for this article — GOLDEN BEAR 
BUMMER!! But then things started 
leveling out, we actually found a check 
and were told that we were indeed on 
the right trail and it became possible to 
notice that we were riding in a very 
beautiful section of the desert. As the 
day went on things got better and 
better. We covered every type of desert 
terrain known. There was some of that 
neat desert trail that you can really wail 
over, the kind that has one good bump 
every couple hundred yards so that you 
have a feeling of floating-flying over the 
desert. 

There was a lot of choppy stuff that 
checked out the suspension, and some 
rocky downhills that checked out the 
rider. Off-camber hills, both up and 
down were common and always covered 
with rocks to help keep your mind on 
the game. The course was always 
changing character and contained a 
variety that I found hard to believe. It 
didn’t hurt any that the weather was 
about as close to perfection as possible, 
with cool temperatures and great 
billowing clouds backdropping the 
desert scene. If you- gather that I was 
turned on, you’re right.

course remained tough from beginning 
to end, the tough sections were 
interesting and the sections in between 
were just great fun. 

From a technical point of view (as 
opposed to the sort of emotional one 
above) the course layout was really 
good. There were fourloops, roughly in 
the shape of a four leaf clover with the 
start and finish of each loop at the same 
place. This is really appreciated by the 
pit crews. It also takes a lot of thought 
and planning by the layout crew 
because it is very easy to have riders on 
the adjacent loops if extreme care is not 
taken. 


I found out after the run that it was 
just a combination of circumstances 
that caused the early morning foul-up. 
Somehow some marker cards indicating 
a turn had been knocked down. The 
ribbon was sort of pinkish in color and 
in the rosy, dusty haze of the early 
morning it became perfectly 
that we 


camouflaged. It didn’t help 


were riding straight into the sun. No one 
after number 30-something made it to 
the first check. Apparently CERA 
Association rules state that if 50% of 
the riders make it to a check, it’s left in; 
otherwise it’s taken out. (This is 
generally a good rule, but should only 
be applied when random numbers miss a 
check. When everyone after a certain 
number, misses a check and that rule is 
applied, it simply penalizes further 
those riders who, have late numbers.) 
The CERA tried some new rules in 
this run, many of which I found to be 
much more enjoyable than the 
traditional AMA variety. First of all, the 
bikes were impounded on Saturday 
night, which kept noise to a minimum. 
Riders had to push their bikes to the 
starting line and, at their departure 
time, they were given 1 minute to start 
their engines. Afterwards, there was a 
penalty. Riders lost the same 1 point 
per minute at a check, whether they 
were early or late, which eliminates a lot

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ACA MX AT SADDLEBACK

IRVINE, CALIF., Oct. 4, 1970 — The 
people who just about started the sport 
of motocross in Southern California, the 
ACA, threw another good one at 
Saddleback Park Sunday. They had such 
a good turmout of riders that two 
classes, the 125 and 250 Juniors had to 
be broken down into a qualifying heat 
for two mains apiece as it was unsafe to 
have so many riders on the track at the 
same time. As it was, things still got 
pretty busy. 

The combined 250-500 Senior had 
some of the more familiar names in it. 
Walt Axthelm was there on a 250 Ossa 
and Bob Bailey on a 250 Maico running 
against a bunch of —500’s. Pat 
Debenedetti (Mai) was like out of sight 
with his win. We don’t remember ever 
seeing him ride quite so well or so fast. 

In the first round Carl Cotton (C-Z) 
took the lead but Debenedetti took it 
away from him. Cotton and a pair of 
Huskies ridden by Ron Fry and John 
Barclay tried manfully but they 


couldn’t catch that Maico. Axthelm got 
away slowly a couple of times but 
always worked back up to third or 
fourth and in the second and third 
round was right on Barclay’s rear wheel 
at the end. 

Jack Kell on a Rickman was right in 


there for two rounds but had the bad 
luck to drop a chain in the second 
which eliminated him for the day. He 
and Bailey came so close to a good one 
it made your hair stand on end. Kell 
went to pass on an extremely bumpy 
section, bounced over to bank-shot off 
Bailey, taking his handlebar with him. 
It’s a great credit to both riders that 
neither one went down. 

The track was excellently prepared. 
But after practice and half of the first 
round, the surface developed into one 
whole course of bumps of various sizes 
which then solidified into asphalt as the 
sun came out. Talk about rough! As 
Axthelm put it, “It’s sure good for 
testing your suspension. If it works 
here, it’ll work anywhere!” 

Our tip of the helmet for the day 
goes to young Morris Malone who 
campaigned an AJ in the 250 and 500 
Junior classes. At 14-years old, this one 
is really one to watch! 

In the first 250 Main he contented 
himself with hanging in there behind 
Steve Schutte (C-Z), a pattern he was to 
repeat several times during the day. He 
must have been reading what Jeff Smith 
has to say about such strategy, and it 
works! Only time it didn’t was in the 
500 when right after he’d passed Bob 
Merrick (C-Z) he lost the front end and 
dumped it.

NICHOLAS REPEATS AT ASCOT 


GARDENA, CALIF., Oct. 2, 1970 — 
You might say that Jody Nicholas 
flipped his lid and Jimmy Odom had a 
loose nut in the Ascot, half-mile last 
Friday at Ascot. 

Jody led all the way but was 
vigorously waving at referee Chub 
Kellam to stop the race with more than 
five laps still to run. Odom came from a 
many lap battle with Mel Lacher to 
move into second and try and take the 
lead before dropping back in the final 
laps for second, 

What started it all was a freak rain 
shower just before the opening of the 
racing activities. The track then had to 
be dried out which caused a delay in the 
time schedule. 

Nicholas then defeated Odom while 
Lloyd Houchins was turning back 
Lacher. The wet track was obviously 
giving the riders problems but no falls 
occurrred, 

Then Lacher came on, riding his new 
Norton for only the second time, to 
hold off Nicholas at the line in one of 
the closest trophy dash finishes this 
year. It was Mel’s third dash decision of 
the season. 

Lacher, still looking for his first main 
event win of the year, went into the 
final still trying to solve the problem. 
Nicholas was off fast and in front. 
Lacher was right behind and Odom, 
who had been all over the track in the 
heat race, was smoothing out and 
catching the front two. 

Jimmy and his Triumph caught and 
passed Lacher for second on the ninth 
lap and was eating up ground fast on the 
front running Nicholas with five laps yet 
to go. 

Nicholas, still leading, started 
pointing skyward to the officials every 
time he completed a lap. Everybody 
looked up but could see or feel nothing. 
Odom was ready to try for the lead 
when suddenly he lost many bike 
lengths for as yet some unknown 
reason. 

After the race, and the first win for 
Jody in three weeks, it was found that 
the Allison Norton had lost the oil cover 
cap that finds the oil tank mounted 
inside the frame tube. What Jody 





thought was rain was actually oil, oil 
that was all over the rider, helmet and 
face shield at the end of the race. So 
much in fact that Nicholas had to be 
washed down with gasoline after the 
race. 

And what about Odom? Well the nut 
that holds the rear axle in place came 
off and the wheel started doing things 
that should not happen while turning 
left at better than 70 per. At the finish 
the axle was sticking out, far out to one 
side. Another lap or two and Odom 
would have been minus a rear wheel! 

Lacher, who is noted for not being 
the fastest rider in the late laps, hung on 
for third with Houchins nipping Dave 
Smith at the finish line for fourth. 

Nutty Odom and Oiley Nicholas will 
both return for the final night half mile 
of the season this Friday night. 

Chuck Hart, an Amateur who has 
been trying to put it all together all 
season on many different racing bikes, 
finally found the combination and 
out-raced Freddie Edwards to the finish 
line. 

Hart, on the Al Godin BSA, led the 
first three before Edwards and his 
Pitone Triumph took it away. The two 





then dueled until lap eight when Hart 
zoomed back in front to hold the final 
two laps. Wayne Hosaka, also on a BSA, 
came from the back to edge Stan 
Rogers, Kawasaki, on the final lap for 
third place. 

It looked like it was not going to 
happen, but it finally did. Some Novice 
rider, any novice rider, finally beat both 
Gary Scott and Kenny Roberts fair and 


square. No engine troubles for either, no. 


near crashes and no luck-ins for 
assistance. 
The rider was Loyal Penn, the 


previous week’s winner who went on for 
the win after Scott and Roberts both 
went out with engine problems. This 
time however, the spark was there with 
Penn never looking smoother, or more 
determined. 

Scott won his 17th straight heat race, 
Roberts won his heat race, Penn won his 
heat race. In the final it was Scott in 
front, Penn right behind and Roberts 
having troubles holding third. 

Penn and his T & O Yamaha nearly 
had the lead from Scott at the end of 
the fourth lap but was indeed in front at 
the end of five. Scott tried to regain the 
lead the rest of the way but settled for 
second. It was the first time this year 
that either Gary or Ken has been beaten 
in. a half mile event when both were 
around at the finish and the engines 
running. 

This coming Friday night finds all of 
the Californians returning from the 
nationals. The 1970 national circuit has 
been completed. It will also be the final 
night half mile of the year. The final 
Ascot oval race will be the annual state 
championship event to be held in the 
daytime, later in the year.

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125cc GP and. the -250cc: GP. 
Unfortunately, Pierce had to give up 
hope of making it three wins when his 
machine blew while well in front during 
the 350cc GP event with only a lap to 
go.

The Thumper event, an innovation of 
the A.F.M. restricted to single cylinder 
machines was won by Bob Bender riding 
a 500cc Norton Manx. Steve Firestone, 
who ordinarily rides a 350 Aeromachi 
Harley-Davidson in this event was riding 
his 250cc mahcine, and although his 
displacement was half that of the 
winners he managed to hold Bender off 
for most of the race and finished a 
commendable second. 

The next race at Orange County is 
the road-racing event of the year, the 
California. International Grand Prix, 
organized by the A.F.M. and rumored 
to include the entries of Australian Kel 
Carruthers, Canadian Mike Duff, a 
works B.S.A; Rocket Three G.P. 
machine (orginally Hailwood’s Daytona 
to be ridden by John 


McGillivray and a Tri-Mon. Triden to be 
ridden by National No. 1 Gene Romero 
as well as factory entries by Suzuki, 
Yamaha and Kawasaki. 
The next road race is the A.C.A. race 
at Carlsbad on Sunday next.

COSTA MESA, CALIF., Oct. 4, 1970 — 
Hosting a benefit for the Harbor Area 
Olympic Pool Foundation, the 
Speedway riders had to split up their 
ranks between Costa Mesa and San 
GAbriel today. While it may have cut 
down, the number of top riders at each 
event, it didn’t shorten the Costa Mesa 
track on excitement as many of the 
second division riders were able to get 
starts in the handicap and scratch races. 

With an apparent lack of interest in 
things for the benefit of their 
community, the residents of Costa Mesa 
and Newport Beach were conspicuous 
by their absence, but the sparse crowd 
did nothing to dim the enthusiasm of 
the riders. With the regular program to 
be filled, there was no riders for a third 
division, so an extra match race was 
thrown in with John Fishburn and 
Dennis Gildehaus going at it hot and 
heavy. This proved to be an even match 
as they swapped the lead back and forth 
with Fishburn coming out on top where 
it counted, across the finish line. 

Having been knocked out of a chance 
at the Handicap moneys by a fuel 
shortage problem in his handicap heat, 
Rick Woods was able to show the crowd 
some of the riding capabilities that won 
him the USA Championship for his 
sponsors, South Bay Cycle, as he was 
matched with Larry Shaw in the second 
match race. Rick had already won his 
scratch heat going away, and he was 
determined not to lose this one. 

As -they went into the first corner, 
Larry went. wide to shoot back across 
which usually brings him inside and into 
the lead, but this time even though he 
was on the outside, Rick came on strong 
and kept the lead. From there it was all 
she wrote as Larry tried to get around 
him, but Woods gained ground on each 
corner and failed to make that one 
mistake that Larry was hoping for. 

With this defeat behind him, Larry 
Shaw was the picture of a determined 
rider as he lined up for the Handicap 
Main. As the gate went up, being back 
on the fifty yard line left Larry the last 
one in the pack as they went into the 
corner. As the race progressed, the fans 
were on their feet and cheering as Larry 
started to pick off one rider after 
another as he set his sights on that lead 
position. As he moved up through the 
pack, Jim Gresham was out in the lead 
and holding it close in the corners with 
no room to pass. 

Larry moved up on him with one lap 
to go and started ome in. As a

came into the last corner, Gresham went 
just wide enough for Shaw to get a 
wheel under him coming out and they 
raced for the finish line with Shaw 
taking the win by mere inches, a terrific 
ride for Larry as he received a huge 
ovation from the fans. 

The Scratch Main was a Rick Woods 
race all the way, somebody up there was 
guiding this one. Right off the bat, Rick 
waited until last to draw for position 
and the other riders left him with the 
pole position. Starting Rick Woods on 
the pole in a scratch race is like handing 
him the checkered flag as he grabbed 
the lead with Jim Gresham dropping 
into second with Larry Shaw third and 
John Fisbhurn fourth. As Rick 
stretched out his lead, Jim Gresham was 
riding one of his best races of the season 
as he held second place in good form. 
Back in the third place position,

MOORPARK, CALIF., Oct. 4, 1970 — 
Bay Mare Park looked a little charred 
around the edges, but the wounds were 
only superficial. With every structure 
intact after. last week’s_ inferno, 
International Racing Enterprises and the 
Ventura County Jay Cees co-hosted a 
motocross-for-money event that arose 
from surrounding ashes with the 
grandeur of the Phoenix. 

There was $1,000 for the riders to 
earn and the sponsors tended to the job 
of handing it out to both Juniors and 
Seniors. Juniors, except the 500’s, raced 
on Saturday and the top 15 riders from 
each division were chosen to compete 
for the bread on Sunday. All the Seniors 
and Open Juniors had to do is show up 
Sunday morning with some post-entry 
cash. The Juniors raced in the morning. 
The motos were scheduled and the first 
three in each race would get some of 
that money. ($20—$10—$5). 
Beforehand, the 500cc Juniors had one 
race, sort of a dry run for the important 
contests. In the afternoon, the Seniors 
went three motos, with money going to 
the first fiwe . finishers 
($50—$30—$20—$10-—$5) in each race. 
The day was topped off with an All-Star 
spectacular featuring any Senior who 
wanted to race, and the first four 
finishers would receive, so you guessed 
it...still more money. 

IRE had a little surprise for the 
racers that day — a new starting 
method. A small trench the width of the 
starting area was dug the night before. 
The riders were to put their front wheel 
in the ditch; they could have their 
clutches in and transmission in gear, but 
the front wheel must rest in the ditch. 
Riders didn’t exactly voice unanimous 
approval, but starts seemed to be very 
fair and the IRE may adopt this method 
as standard operating procedure. 

Race fans were all set for a nifty 
battle between 250 Experts Jim Wilson 
and Bill Clements during the third 
moto. Each had a first and a second 
under his belt, and Bob Messer, with 
two close thirds, was also going to try 
for some of the action. An abrupt start 
left three riders, including Messer, still 
sitting on the line. (Later, Messer quite 
angrily said that the starter signaled while 
he was still putting on his helmet. The 
starter evidently didn’t bother to check 
if everyone’s engine was running when 
he waved them off). Wilson was off to a 
clean lead but unloaded at the top of 
the hill. Clements hadn’t even showed 
up. By the time the dust settled, the 
leaders were Bryar Holcomb and, 
somewhat farther behind, Bob Vacca. 
Holcomb jammed his CZ through Bay 
Mare like he owned it for the next few 
laps but was quite surprised to receive a 
visit from none other than Jim Wilson! 
Wilson had passed every other rider in 
the race and knew Holcomb wasn’t 
expecting anybody. The two riders went 
into the last lap with Wilson about 10 
seconds behind, Holcomb finally 
realized his challenge and, under 
pressure, selected the right combination 
of speed and accuracy all the way home. 
Wilson, going all out, rode brilliantly 
and closed Holcomb’s lead to less than

two seconds at the end, and the points 
were more than enough for an overall 
first. Holcomb placed third overall and 
the invisible Bill Clements still had a 
second place cup. 

500 Expert Mark Blackwell has been 
a super-strong performer lately and his 
consistent behavior paid off quite well, 
indeed. Jim West had narrowly beaten 
Blackwell twice, and was doing it a third 
time when, about five seconds from the 
end of the race, his bike stopped 
running, Blackwell, right behind him, 
went around for the win while West 
never even stopped rolling...he began 
pushing like hell. He rolled across the 
lime, but not before three others did. 
And the loss in points was just enough 
to give the day to Blackwell and second 
to West. A later investigation of West’s 
AJS showed that the primary chain had 
snapped and had torn a gaping hole in 
the casing. 

Mark Blackwell was apparently high 
from his previous good fortune, as he 
took the lead in the All-Star race. Jim 
Wilson challenged his position but 
jammed his foot badly while dragging it 





on a turn. Blackwell spent the rest of | 


the 30-minute race stretching his lead 
and riding past the pits on his back 
wheel, to boot. Mark was paid $50 for 
having his fun. $35 went to Briar 
Holcomb, who came in second. 

Seniors Jon Miller and John Garcia 


dominated the 125 event, taking first | 


and second respectively. Both riders 
were virtually unchallenged all day and 
made it look like you could actually 
make a living racing motocross. 

Juniors Ray Byers and Jeff Wecker 
were favorites in the 125 division after 
each raced side-by-side all day Saturday. 
In the first race, however, Byers’ Sachs 
was temporarily sacked and Weckers’ 
throttle stuck while he was out in front. 


Seconds later, Wecker, his Rickman, and | 


100 feet of fence were out of the race. 
Richard Forshay won the first moto and 


the day’s trophy. Byers won the second 
moto, however, and Wecker was back to 
finish behind Byers. It’s a shame a third 
moto wasn’t scheduled just to see those 
three get it on one more time. 

Mike Hauss and Jeff Robertson, both 
Juniors, swept the 250 and 500 contests 
respectively and went home $40 richer. 

Kudos to everyone who went to Bay 
Mare Sunday; it was a day or 
organization, co-operation, and 
professionalism. Even so, officials were 
quite curious, if not downright 
astonished, at the farily small turnout. 
Bay Mare has the finest reputation, 
from water trucks to toilets, so the lack 
of a larger response is inexplicable, to 
say the least.

At fifty miles an hour you still have enough power for full control. Very unusual for a 








the extra trouble, as the engine has 
plenty of power to be competitive in 
the 100cc class. The crankcase will not 
accept the rapido cylinder. 

Harley doesn’t advertise the 
horsepower publicly, but one of the 
men at the factory that should know, 
tells me it pumps out around 16 honest 
horses. In view of the top speed and the 
acceleration, | would think that this is 
pretty accurate. The Baja will stay with 
much larger bikes coming out of the 
corners. 

The front fender is very close to the 
tire and if you think it might give 
problems you can raise it by merely 
slipping it out of its mount and just 
using the top set of mounting holes. The 
gas tank holds two and one-half gallons 
which is more than enough for anything 
but the longest enduro. By the way, the 
paint job is super. The bike is finished in 
black with silver fenders. The tank has a 
strip of crackle black down the center 
that serves no purpose, but it sure looks 
nice. 

Everything on the engine is designed 
for easy accessibility. You can change a 
countershaft sprocket or set the timing 
about as fast as you can change a plug 
on some machines. The chain can be 
adjusted in a matter of seconds. The 
rear axle is set up with adjusting cams 
and all you have to do is loosen the axle 
and turn the cams. Some of the English 
and Japanese manufacturers should take 
note. 

The Baja is very comfortable. The 
handlebars are just right for motocross 
and the only people who might change 
them are some of the enduro riders that 


Harley’s Little Monster 


By Don Woods 


Have you seen one of the great 
European riders get around a motocross 
course? Well if you have, you can 
understand how I got the bug to go 
motocross racing. After getting a bike to 
ride, I found out that punching a 
typewriter is not the best way to get in 
shape for three heats of motocross in 
the middle of summer. 

Powell Hassell of Atlanta 
Harley-Davidson furnished a new 100cc 
Harley-Davidson Baja and the rest was 
up to me. 

The Baja feels rather strange when 
you first sit on it. It is all you can do to 
get your feet on the ground. The bike 
has a 21 inch front wheel and an 18 
inch rear wheel. It has 11 and 3/4 inches 
of ground clearance enough to get over 
Stone Mountain without rubbing the 
bottom of the crankcase. Once you 
crank the little monster and start riding 
it you forget how far down to the 
ground it is. When you go through a 
turn you just lay it down on its side and

dial the throttle. If it starts sliding, you 
just throw in a little reverse lock and 
itll hang right in there. The only change 
I made before trying to race it was 
switching the standard Metzler universal 
rear tire for a knobby. The universal will 
probably work for hard surfaces, but I 
wouldn’t trust it if the going gets rough. 

I had read that Harley recommends 
changing the standard oil that comes in 
the Ceriani front forks for 4% ounces of 
automatic transmission fluid. Well, you 
can try it if you want to, but if you 
travel speeds in excess of thirty miles an 
hour you’re going to bottom the forks. 
Harley recommended the change to 
make the bike ride better after receiving 
some complaints about the front forks 
being a little stiff. They really aren’t, 
you just can’t have both a boulevard 
ride and good high speed dirt suspension 
on a bike this small. 

After practicing with a bike, I 
entered it in its first motocross race. It 
starts easily and doesn’t give any 
problem with spark plugs. The 24mm 
Del Orto carburetor has a nice little 





feature. If the bike is loaded up when 
you crank it, you can open the throttle 
1/8 of a turn and the carb will 
automatically clear itself. A couple of 
times, I got to going slower than the 
bike wanted to go and it tried to load 
up a little. All you have to do is lean it 
to the right for a second and it will clear 
right up. 


The course we were running on is 
fairly tight and so I left the stock 12 
tooth countershaft sprocket and the 72 
tooth rear sprocket that comes on the 
machine as is. The Baja also comes with 
a full set of countershaft sprockets as 
standard equipment and you have a 
choice of gearing from the stump puller 
range up to, “Daytona here I come.” 
With the standard gearing, you have a 
top speed in fifth gear of about 60 miles 
an hour, so you have a wide range with 
the stock gearing. 

Boy, I really got turned on out there 
on that course! After about two laps my 
body decided it didn’t want to race 
anymore and so I just held on to finish 
the first heat. I noticed something while 
I was going around holding on. If you’re 
not in real good shape to ride 
motocross, don’t try to go flat out early 
in the race. If you can hang in there, 
most of the riders that were really 
blasting around the first couple of laps 
will get tired and start crashing and 
having problems. You can generally pick 
up about 5 or 6 positions just by staying 
with it. 

The Baja never gets you in trouble. 
You can ride way over your head into 
corners and it will somehow pull you 
through. It has about the widest 
powerband I’ve ever seen on a small 
bike and would be suitable for enduros 
as well as motocross. It’s possible to 
make a 125 out of the engine, but you 
couldn’t convert it back and forth to 
compete in two. classes. The cylinder 
walls are heavy enough to take the 6mm 
overbore necessary to make the engine a 
125. You also will have to bore the 
wrist pin hole. in the rod out to take the 
larger wristpin. Unless you wanted to 
run the 125 class it wouldn’t be worth 
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don’t want to hang them on trees in 
tight woods. The only time I found the 
bike uncomfortable was the time when 
we were lying on the ground together 
and a 125 Yamaha ran over me, but you 
really can’t blame that on the Baja. 


Motocross riders aren’t supposed to 
sit on the seat very often. So how the 
machine feels while riding on the-pegs is 
a very important consideration. The 
Baja has a good feel, but someone at the 
factory forgot to put a hinge on the 
footpegs. They are a long ways off the 
ground and you don’t drag them in the 
corners, but the first time you fall you'll 
bend them back like a pop-top tab. So 
you might as well change them for 
bolding units before you try any serious 
riding. Maybe the factory will get the 
message. 


The Baja will get high in the air with you, 
but does not have a tendency to loop out 
on hills. It is very controlable.

dry sand. The traps were ideally set on a 
stream in a small canyon. 

The eight Novice traps, set in the 
mouth of the canyon, were moderately 
hard for beginning trialers. 

The most courageous of the Novices 
was a 12-year-old on a homemade 
mini-bike with a 50cc Honda engine. 
The bike was low-slung and was thrown 
repeatedly at the rocks and in the water. 
The lad amazingly finished the event 
completing all the traps. Quite a feat 
considering all the rest of the bikes were 
pukka trials excepting a lone Sachs. 

The afternoon Expert event was 
farther up the narrowing canyon and 
was dominated by slippery underwater 
boulders. 

About half of the 12 Expert traps 
demanded endurance and the rest 
required balancing and related skills. To 
prove the ruggedness of the traps only 
31 cleans were made all day in 720 
attempts.

The only non-finisher of the entire 
day was an unfortunate Semi-Expert 
who broke his top triple clamp. That 
attested to the hardness, bigness, and 
slipperiness of the rocks. 


It is popular in the Colorado area to 
name the traps.

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Gerber Flies in Firebird 100

JERICHO, UTAH, Sept. 27, 1970 — 
The Great Hare and Hound in the Sky is 
alive and well in the Utah desert. The 
Firebirds MC Club of Eureka held their 
first annual Firebird 100 Sunday, and it 
was about the closest thing to a desert 
rider’s heaven that can be found on this 
old earth. 

The Utah desert around Jericho is a 
great riding land, and the Firebirds took 
advantage of everything the country had 
to offer. The course was 100 miles long, 
with three loops fanning out like a 
clover leaf. The first loop was sand. 
There were also hills and cedars and sage 
and a long, flat, grassy start, but 
primarily there was sand — nasty, 
power-sucking sand. 

The second loop was rocks and 
forests and mountains. There was all 
types of terrain actually, including a 
super-neat gravel creekbed with 


beautiful banks and a short section of ` 


road where you could wind it out in top 
gear and wish you had two more. But it 
was the rocks and cedars and the 
mountains which were featured on this 
loop. There was one nasty hill that 
particularly stands out. It was long and 
steep, with loose rocks and looser dirt, 
and dotted with trees so a straight run 
up it was impossible. Even at the end of 
the day it was still climbable, but only 
with great difficulty. 

The third loop was a combination of 
the first two, with rocks and trees and 
mountains and sand, and a few added 
attractions such as a small creek. It'was 
a fitting climax. 

Great riding country is not enough to 
make a great Hare and Hound however, 
and the Firebirds’ race was a great one. 
Early in their preparations the Firebirds 
decided they weren’t interested in 
seeing how many bikes they could break 
nor how many riders they could get 
hurt. They wanted a RACE, and that’s 
how they set up the course. There were 
hard sections to challenge all of your 
ability and endurance, followed by 
easier sections where you could 
recuperate a little.

20 feet around the entire course. It was 
possible to get lost, but then some 
people can get lost going to the 
bathroom. In addition to the ribbon, pie 
‘plates were used to mark sharp changes 
in direction and danger spots, and 
members of the club were detailed to 
guard the road crossings.

Some silly stuff first, before we get 
to the serious bit for this week, and it is 
serious. Anyway, I have a threatened 
law suit on my hands from a member of 
the Competition Committee who thinks 
I was referring to him as the steward 
who won't do anything until he watches 
Bugs Bunny Saturdays. He’s even filed 
an official protest, in triplicate, yet! 
Sorry chum, but I still won’t say if I was 
referring to you or not, and anyway, I 
know you like Motor Mouse, Dick 
Kouns! 

We have found the absolutely perfect 
location for a new motocross course. 
Lion Country Safari. It has everything; 
hills, gullies, a marvelous water crossing 
complete with hippopotamuses...do 
they eat Huskies?...giraffes who like to 
block the trail but by bending low you 
could ride under ’em and of course the 
marvelous cats. Any club considering 
this terrain should print clearly on their 
poster that crashers will be eaten and 
course cutters will no doubt run into a 
very big male lion who likes to hide 
behind rocks with just his head sticking 
out. Checkers, beware! Just kidding of 
course, but if you haven’t been there, 
go. It is completely out of sight! 

A couple of weeks back we wrote 
that we’d like.to send Worthington a big 
bouquet of roses for finally getting on 
the motocross bandwagon. Now we’re 
not so sure. For some reason or other a 
real flap has started over licenses. The 
AMA is, at this writing, not recognizing 
the International FIM licenses that some 
of our riders hold. Would you believe 
that Gary Bailey’s entry for the series 
was turned back? Worthington seems to 
have it in their heads that riders must 
have a Class C license. 

It looks suspiciously like the AMA 
has glommed onto a way to get an extra 
$20.00 out of the guys for the Class C 
license. In case some of you are a bit 
hazy as to what an International license 
is, we'll explain. 

It’s a license that enables you to go 
anywhere in the world to an FIM race 
and ride with no need for any further 
license. This is in the FIM rule book and 
is part of the FIM sporting code. Every 
country recognizes and honors a license 
granted a rider by an FIM affiliate 
association. Every country has one 
organization that a rider applies to for 
his license. In England it’s the ACU, 
here it is MICUS. And as of this year, 
also the AMA, until the legalities are 
ironed out and we have one combined 
organization, the ASMA. 

You don’t get an International 
license easily. You have to be a 
professional rider with top 
qualifications in a MICUS affiliated 
organization of which there are several 
in the United States, or a Class C AMA 
rider, befere you can apply for the 
“green stamp.” 

Now here is where things start 
getting sticky, and silly. In years past,

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before the AMA was part of the FIM, 
MICUS always honored a Class C Expert 
license should one of our guys require 
an International to ride overseas, 
although technically, they didn’t have 
to and would issue the green stamp. As 
a MICUS spokesman told us, “‘Naturally 
we did. It would be pretty silly to tell 
someone like, say, Gary Nixon or any of 
the top AMA Experts that-we couldn’t 
issue them an International because 
they hadn’t been riding MICUS races 
when we were perfectly aware of their 
professional qualifications.” Now of 
course, there is no problem as the AMA 
is part of the FIM so they can issue the 
license themselves. 

Now here’s what’s happening. Jolly 
old Worthington is telling people like 
Gary Bailey that his International is no 
good for the Trans-AMA series. He must 
have a Class C license as well! 
Balderdash, Worthington! Once a man 
has been issued an FIM International 
license he can enter any FIM-sanctioned 
International in the world with no need 
for futher licensing. He doesn’t need it, 
that green card has proved to the world 
that he’s where it’s at. The top of the 
tree. 


The rules for the AMA National 
circuit are a far cry from those 
International competition 
where world champions are crowned. 


Right now MICUS is doing 
everything it can to get this straightened 
out. Personally we can’t understand 
Worthington’s stand on the Class C bit 
unless, as we say, they need the money. 


'They’ve done weird things on licenses 


before, their rules are strict (ha ha) as to 
age limit for a Class C license but for 
quite a while they’ve been issuing 
licenses to real teeny-boppers and 
everyone knows it, even to the point 
where the youngsters themselves admit 
in print they lied about their age, etc. to 
get the license. All credit to the kids, 
they are all damn fine riders but here we 
have an organization who looks the 
other way about minor riding the big 
races yet insists others must have a Class 
C when they don’t need it. 

Want a real-laught?...(and oh boy it’s 
good to get the suit of armor and 
battleaxe out of the closet again)...the 
method for determining eligibility of 
riders in the ‘Main Event” and the 
“Support Class”, is illegal. Er, this is 
International . motocross, fellas! In 
regards to the International rules, the 
AMA’s Tom Clark is reported to have 
admitted he was hazy on these. With all 
due respect, Mr. Clark sir, if this is 
correct, how come? You are the head of 
all professional racing in the United 
States and should be the one person 
above all who knows the way to do 
things. Otherwise, may we suggest 
several items, One, a very large pot of 
coffee, a good comfortable chair, a note 
pad, several hours of time and THE FIM 
RULE BOOK!

of silly maneuvering. The riders had to 
carry a card with them which the 
checker marked at each check. At gas 
checks the riders traded the old card for 
a new one. This system virtually 
eliminates the “Yeah, I made that 
check!” “Well we didn’t see you!” sort 
of hassle. 

Timing, which was accomplished by 
ultra sophisticated Bulova watches, 
seemed to be very close, and distance 
measurements were within the accuracy 
normally expected on enduros. After 
my last article, every CERA member it 
seemed took great delight in pointing 
out the fact that there were johns in 
adequate number. It is hereby noted 
and recorded. There was also a 
concession stand and an impassioned 
plea to leave the desert clean on the 
instruction sheet. The International 
RAcing Radio Crew was on hand to pull 
out the injured. 

Now about the World-Championship 
bit. Ed Wight tells me that he checked 
with the FIM and found that there is no 
world championship category for 
enduros, so his association is sanctioning 
world championships. Since the CERA 
is at least trying to keep points records 
on its members, regardless of what 
enduros they ride, it seems that he is at 
least a step ahead of any other 
organization (like the AMA) so maybe 
his claim is justified. 

On the other hand, the enduro fell a 
little short of world championship 
standards. For one thing, it was 
advertised as a 200 mile event but it was 
actually only 162.5 miles. For another 
thing, I don’t think it was quite tough 
enough.

error, I got over a half hour ahead of 
schedule. When an average rider on a 
small bike (125cc Sachs) can get that far 
ahead, the Experts can run half asleep. 
About one more hard section on each of 
the loops, would have done it. One 
difficulty with this is that it would not 
have been nearly as much fun and I 
personally would rather ride a fairly 
tough fun run than a 
body-and-bike-destroying 
championship. That the run was fairly 
close to the mark in terms of toughness 
is indicated by the fact that there were 
only 125 finishers out of about 348 
starters.
